Construction Statistics Reorganization 


The realignment responsibilities for the Federal Government’s pro- 
gram construction statistics was effective July 1959. This realign- 
ment, first announced the Director the Bureau the Budget No- 
vember 1958, was approved the Congress concurrently with its ap- 
propriation operating funds for the fiscal year 1960. 


Construction statistics are now consolidated the Department Com- 
merce. Specifically included are housing starts, dollar volume con- 
struction put place, and building permits. The Bureau 
the Census will handle all data collection, processing, preparation 
estimates, statistical analysis and publication. The Business and Defense 
Services Administration will handle all economic analysis, forecasts, and 
publication “Construction Review.”

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CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY normal 
seasonal increase kept total construction activity 
recordbreaking levels July. The total value 
work put place, $5.15 billion, exceeded that 
June percent and that July 1958 per- 
cent. The cumulative data for thefirst months 
this year surpassed that last year percent. 

compared with year ago private activity 
during January-July continues reflect residential 
building strength (432 percent); non-residential 
building weakness (-4 percent), mainly industrial, 
which was off percent; and little change public 
utility work. the public sector, highways, resi- 
dential building and military facility construction 
dominated the increases. Educational construction, 
percent below the showed the 
only notable weakness. 


HOUSING STARTS housing 
starts increased slightly more than seasonally 
June and 136,000 were percent higher than 
June last year. For the first months, 709,500 
new private and public units were put under con- 
struction, advance percent over last year’s 
first half and all-time high for the period. 


FHA-VA ACTIVITY for 
FHA mortgage insurance well requests for 
appraisals increased sharply June. The FHA 
volume set all-time monthly record 71,300, 
bringing the total percent over 
half 1958. The comparable increase was 
percent. New starts under FHA inspection June 
were the highest since 1950, while units started 
under inspection continued about the previous 
month’s pace. The FHA 6-months’ total, 
percent over last year, was the second biggest first 
half record. The increase percent was 
less notable view the fact that 1958 
starts were all-time low. 


HOUSING VACANCY RATES 
Vacancy rates the second quarter 1959 were 
the highest since the second quarter 1955. Units 
available for rent stood 2.5 percent; for sale 
percent; and held off market 2.4 percent. The 
largest increases and the highest rates were found 
the South and West, where total available vacancy 
percents changed from 3.6 4.1 and from 3.3 
4.2 respectively, from first quarter figures. The 
changes noted applied both inside wellas out- 
side standard metropolitan areas. 


NONFARM MORTGAGE RECORDINGS 
The value nonfarm mortgages recorded May, 
$2.8 billion, continued the near-record pace 
April and pushed the total for the first months 
percent over the like period 1958. While 
all types lenders shared the increase, savings 
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and loan associations and commercial banks domi- 
nated the gains. The average mortgage amount 
declined slightly. 


BUILDING PERMIT ACTIVITY 
total value building permits reported for all 
permit issuing places declined slightly May but 
remained percent above May 1958. For the 
first months, combined permit activity totaled 
$9.5 billion, billion percent over the 
same period 1958. All types buildings shared 
the gains, but new dwellings, up40 percent, con- 
tinued set the pace. 


PUBLIC CONTRACT AWARDS 
total value public contracts awarded during the 
first months this year showed slight in- 
crease percent) over the like period 1958. 
Federally owned projects were still percent 
over the year-ago levels largely because con- 
tinued strength administrative service buildings, 
airfields, and conservation projects. State and 
locally owned construction trailed last year’s 
highways and water projects were overbalanced 
declines residential buildings, schools, adminis- 
trative and service buildings, and electric power 
projects. 


value construction contracts for the 
12-month period ended with May 1959, reported 
the Dodge Corporation, was percent 
ahead the comparable 1958 figure. About two- 
thirds the $6-billion gain was residential 
building, one-third engineering work. Non- 
residential building showed change. 

The value large construction contracts, 
reported the Engineering News-Record, for the 
months ended with June 1959 was percent 
above the corresponding 1958 period. Publicly 
owned types continued dominate the increases, 
although privately owned work showed the largest 
cumulative 12-month figure since December 1957. 


CONSTRUCTION COSTS the 
privately compiled indexes and the Department 
Commerce composite index rose new record 
levels May. Compared with year ago, increases 
range from percent. 


CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS PRICES 
The June wholesale price index for all construction 
materials combined remained stable the record 
135.8 (1947-49=100) set May. While prices 
most individual materials also remained the same, 
increases occurred all the softwood lumber 
species. Douglas fir led the increases with rise 
1/2 percent over the month and percent 
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since June 1958. Notable May-June declines in- 
cluded softwood plywood, off 1/2 percent, and 
prepared asphalt roofing, down percent. 


CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS OUTPUT 
APRIL--Output construction materials April 
set all-time high after allowance for seasonal 
variation. 144.9 (1947-49=100), the composite 
index was 22.7 percent over April 1958. Also 
setting new records were paint, varnish and lacquer, 
and portland cement, 24.3 and 21.2 percent, 
respectively, over the same month last year. 
Iron and steel products equaled the record set 
February 1956. Continued strength was also shown 
the lumber, clay, gypsum, and plumbing groups. 


CONTRACT CONSTRUCTION EMPLOYMENT 
JUNE--The number workers payrolls all 
construction contractors increased 130,000 
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June, only slightly less than normal for the month 
and gain 165,000 over June 1958. Detailed 
data type contractor now available for the 
month May show that all seven groups shared 
the increases over the month April well 
over May 1958. Annual increases were largest 
painting and decorating and highway and street 
work. 


HOURS AND EARNINGS weekly 
earnings records were broken each the 
building and special-trade contractor groups 
May, when seasonal increases hours work 
were combined with hourly earnings that averaged 
cents, 3.6 percent more than May 1958. 
Workers for highway and street contractors earned 
about week more May thanin April, largely 
because increase the average work- 
week.

The term “pre-cut” used designate dwell- 
ings for which the lumber has been cutat factory 
the precise sizes required, but not pre-fabri- 
cated. Pre-cut houses are usually produced ac- 
cording the manufacturer’s own designs. 


Thirty-one pre-cut dwelling manufacturers, 
which comprise the industry, reported total pro- 
duction 6,083 dwellings 1957. Production was 
centered mainly the Middle Atlantic region, 
which produced 3,103 dwellings, and the East 
North Central region, which accounted for 1,757 
dwellings.
